Reassure Child

Here in part is how I replied to) 
this mother; Ae soon as either) 
cries out in terror at night, you or I 
Dad, preferably Dad, should go to! 
him to reassure him that all is 
well. If the terror does not sub-1 
side immediately, waken the child I 
fully by applying a cold wet cloth I 
or sponge to his hands or face. I 
It could be that the main prob-1 
tem is with on# child, probably! 
the older one. His crying out could | 
set off the other child, especially I 
if these children quarrel a great I 
deal, particularly at bedtime.

Anyway, you should have both! 
of them carefully checked phys!-1 
rally by your physician and get! 
his advice concerning their diet! 
and eating habits.

Since they presumably must alii 
sleep in the same room, it might! 
be well to put the eldest one to! 
bed in your room, trying to make I 
him feel this is a privilege because!

Anything you parents can do 
then or by day to make him feel 
he is loved as much as the other 
children should make him feel 
more secure. Lack of security, or 
jealousy, can cause night terrors 
and poor sleep, as you know. 
I hope you and the father con­ 
sider ways of reducing your 
household burdens, Anding, lf 
possible, more money in your 
budget for modem equipment, 
especially In the kitchen. He 
probably will choose also to help 
you more about the house and in 
the care of the children by day 
and night. Too. you and Dad 
might try to relax more and have 
more good times with the chil­ 
dren, finding better and better 
ways of managing them in a 
manner to lessen confusion end 
increase family serenity, 
Real Affection 
Be generous with expressions of 
endearment to those children. 
While some cuddling and cares­ 
sing Is desirable, real affection, 
especially to the older child comes 
through your smiles and quiet 
tones, your patient waiting and 
listening as they talk, your an­ 
swering their questions and ex­ 
plaining ' things to them; also 
through your appreciation of 
their achievements at creative 
fun, however crude. 
Get the older children to play 
more with other children of their 
respective ages, one or two at a 
time. Don’t expect them to be 
their own sole playmates. 
Keep the radio and television 
silent most of the time while they 
are awake and protect them from 
fbars and undue excitement.

If the terror does not tub-1 
side immediately, waken the child I 
fully by applying a com wet cloth I 
or sponge lo his hands or face. I 
It could be that the main prob-1 
tem is with WM CMM, probably 
the older one. His crying out could I 
set off the ether child, especially! 
lf these children quarrel a great! 
deal, particularly at bedtime.

Anyway, you should have both! 
of them carefully checked physl-l 
cully by your physician and get I 
his advice concerning their diet!

Since they presumably must alii 
sleep in the same room, it might! 
be well to put the eldest one tai 
bed in your room, trying to make!

while. Thus would suggest to him 
that you consider him the eldest 
and biggest child. 
Anything you parents can do 
then or by day to make him feel 
he is loved as much as the other 
children should make him feel 
more secure. Lack of security, or 
jealousy, can cause nlf;ht terrors 
and poor sleep, as you know. 
I hope you and the father con­ 
sider ways of reducing your 
household burdens, Anding, if 
possible, more money in your 
budget for modern equipment, 
•specially In the kitchen. He 
probably will choose also to help 
you more about the house and In 
the care of the children by day 
and night. Too, you and Dad 
might try to relax more and have 
more good limes with the chil­ 
dren, Anding better and better 
ways of managing them iu a 
manner to lessen confusion end 
increase family serenity. 
Real Affectum 
Be generous with expressions of 
endearment to those children. 
While some cuddling and cares­ 
sing is desirable, real affection, 
especially to the older child comes 
through your smiles and quiet 
tones, your patient waiting and 
listening as they talk, your an­ 
swering their questions and ex­ 
plaining ' things to them; also 
through your appreciation of 
their achievements at creative 
fun, however crude. 
Get the older children to play 
more with other children of their 
respective ages, one or two at a 
time. Don’t expect them to be 
their own sole playmates. 
Keep the radio and television 
silent most of the time while they 
are awake and protect them from 
fears and undue excitement. (My
